Groups

"The University should cease to 
recognize those organizations 
which foster division on racial, 
religious or . national grounds and 
should abolish them from the cam- 
pus." 

In an exclusive interview with 
the Daily, Dr. Dalbir Bindra of 
the Psychology Department stated 
his views on the recent controversy 
concerning various forms of dis- 
crimination here and at other 
Canadian -.universities. 

"The answer s to;' this problem 
does not lie in the maUng of new 
rules but In tha creation of new 
conditions which will make such 
acts, impossible". 



Dr. Bbidra contbiued that it 
would be of no avail for the Uni- 
versity to make a set of regula- 
tions governing fraternities, reli- 
gious clubs and national clubs. 
They should no longer be accepted 
as an integral part of campus life 
and all official recognition, such 
as publication of reports on their 
activities in the Daily; should'be 
withdrawn. ' , 

He realized "that such groups 
will still tend to form their own 
associations, but these should not 
be connected directly' with Mc- 
Gill". 

Many universities, notably Har- 
vard and Princeton, took a de- 
finite stand on the matter and;

KHAN APPOINTED 

McGlll's delegates sponsored a 
discussion group on 'The Union's 
Role In. l^ucatlonal Services'. 
They opened the discussion with

Union. After this the other uni- 
versities and colleges Joined in 
an attempt to evaluate the res- 
pective programs. Here it was 
found that there was a difference 
of ideas of the -functions Unions 
should fulfill.

The professor cited religion as 
the greatest cause of discrimina- 
tion, on all levels of social con- 
tact. He said that Institutionalized 
religion could be described as a 
"harmful force" In the develop- 
ment of universal brotherhood. 

People tend to Identify themsel- 
ves in their social relations accord- 
Ian to iheir religious beliefs rather 
than their racial or national ori- 
gins-. An affront to their religion Is 
considered as a personal insult 
and their relations with persons 
of a different religion are temper- 
ed by limitations set by,their faith. 

Dr. Bindra emphasized' that' the 

universities should show leader- 
ship in such matters, rather than 
being satisfied with the status quo. 

SPECIAL INTEREST CROUPS 

As a "constructive" alternative 
to the national and religious 
groups. Dr. Bindra advocated the 
large-scale creation of special in- 
terest groupSr knovying. no discri- 
minatory boundaries; Some groups 
of this type are already h\ existen- 
ce, outstandbig among which is 



the fraternization of scholars. They 
have an inunediate bond because 
of theh: common interests in soma 
branch of learning, even though 
they may be of different colour, 
nationality, or religion. 

On the college level, he suggest- 
ed that clubs can be formed by 
persons who have similar pursuits 
such as research into and discus- 
sion of philosophy, music or pho- 
tography. The histories of religious 
saints may even be used 'for a 
subject if the participants join on 
a non-denomhiational basis. 

Dr. Bhidra affhmcd that this 
would necessitate "a new sense of 
values, where religious affiliations 
are given low priority and asso- 
ciations on special interests are 
given high priority". 

NEW VALUES 

Dr. Bindra has been at McGUi 
for the past ten years, Johihig tha 
staff • in September, 1949 He re- 
ceived his Phd from Harvard ta 
1947 and tauglit In Washington. 
D.C. for two years. His particular 
field of research is motivation and 
the effects of drugs on behaviour. 
A book of his on the subject was 
released this year. ..

Let's Take A Vote 

There seems to be a growing modern tendency to 
forget or deliberately to omit to take a vote on specific 
issues. Not only does this usurp our democratic- right of 
the vote but instils in the general populace a sense of dis- 
respect for law, order, and good government- 
While this is hardly the case here at McGill we have 
recently noticed two instances where a vote has been de- 
liberately forestalled. Both concern the public debates 
held by the Debating Union. The first was the United 
Kingdom Champions — McGill Debate," thè other .the 
Student — Professor Debate. The reason, we suspect in 
both cases was one of "courtesy".. 



When a McGill team tdurTdJille U.K. last year a vote 
was taken in 'every case. Thé ' team was defeated at 
Cambridge but we do not think the losers regarded the 
vote as "discourteous". Rather, we suppose, they took 
it with a good natured "best men won" attitude. But. 
when the U. K. debaters repaid McGill's visit no vote 
was taken, although according to the Canadian Univer- 
sity Press the practice of calling a. house vote has been 
observed at other points in their all-Canada tour. 

In the second . case, the Professor-Student Debate, 
had a house vote adjudged the students winners, we 
hardly think the professors would, have been offended. 
Indeed, as scholars of English literature, the professors 
might even have considered it a fitting nemesis to the 
little drama which began when the two men on a televi- 
sion programme, heartily criticised, a McGill debating 
tèam, in comparison with a British one. And if the 
students had lost before the mainly student audience it 
would merely have emphasized the statements made by 
their learned, opponents. In either case, it would have 
l9een considered air in good fun. 

• - 

But no, McGill must remain ever "courteous" to 
her" visitors. Frankly, we would like to see a little less 
"courtesy" and a little more decision.
